Merchants ol Gettysburg Protest 


y Against Removal of Posts. 


The following protest of the mer- 


chants of this place has been made to 
any proposed action of the Town Coun- 
cil for the removal of the hitching 
posts in the Square. 


We the undei signed merchants vig- 


orously protest against 
the action 


taken by the City Councilmen oi Get- 
tysburg, for passing an ordinance to 
take away the hitching posts from our 
country 
customers in 
the 
Center 


Square" and other places. As they are 
the. main support o the merchants of 


quit rents can be bought by the own- 
ers fioin the County Commissioners at 
a .sum which at 5 per cent, would 
realize the annual quit rent.

decided it would ~e best to sell these 
quit rents and turn proceeds into the 
sinking fund to meet the bonded in- 
debtedness of county. 


Owners of the lots will have until 


Nov. 1 to ariange to buy the quit rents 
and every landowner will realize that 
it would be much better for the owner 
to own the quit rent and have his 
property clear than to have an outsider 
make annual demands upcn him. Af- 
ter Xov 1 the commissioners will de- 
termine now to dispose of quit rents 
remaining unsold.

A new noble metal has been discov- 


ered in British Columbia, which is ap- 
parently entirely distinct from any of 


i the now recognized elements and per- 
haps of no small commercial signifi- 
cance. 
The new metal now found, 


called by the discoverer canadium, 
belongs emphatically to the group of 
noble metals. 
It is found pure in,' 


semi-crystalline grains and in short 
crystalline rods, and also alloyed with 
metals customarily; found in company 
•with platinum. It is stated that quan- , 
titles up to three ounces per , ton,.. 


j probably from assay values, have „- 


I been found in the rock. Its physical; „, 
and chemical properties are interest- 
ing. It has a brilliant white luster, 
does not oxidize in the oxidizing flame 
of the blowpipe, melts at a little lower 
temperature than silver and gold, and 
is somewhat softer than platinum. 
From -the chemical standpoint it is- 
electro-negative to silver, Is precipi- 
tated from its solution by zinc, and 
may be separated by cupellatlon from 
lead. It is easily soluble in hydro- 
chloric and nitric acids, is not pre- 
cipitated by chlorides or iodides. 
It 


does not tarnish in damp air, sulphu- 
retted hydrogen or alkaline sulphides. 
This somewhat extraordinary combi-- 
nation of properties raises questions 
of great interest as to the character 
and position of the new metal. Its 
easy solubility separates it from the 
known metals which generally accom- 
pany platinum, and its melting point, 
as stated, is at least 500 degrees C. 
below that of any of the platinum 
group.

John Studebaker, a native ot" Adams 
County, who at the old Studebaker 
blacksmith shop near Heidlersburg, 
nearh a century ago began to build 
farm wagons, made a pilgrimage sev- 
eral weeks ago to PlacerviJle, Cali- 
fornia and had a most delightful ex- 
perience in meeting old friends and 
reviving old memories of the long ago 
gold fever days.

vers. At three o'clock in the after- 
noon the lieutenant in command de- 
cided to order a sham attack on a 
fort, which bis soldiers vere to storm. 
Some of the soldiers were posted as 
sentries, and the others were told that 
in storming the" imaginary fort they 
were to try specially to take the sen- 
tries prisoners, but a formal order 
was given to the soldiers that they 
were not to load their rifles. In spite 
of this a shot was suddenly heard, and 
a soldier fell with a groan. He was a 
young recruit called Laurent, and near 
him stood another soldier who had 
acted as sentry and was completely 
dumfounded by what had happened. 
Either he did not know'that there was 
a cartridge in the weapon or he fired 
thinking that It was only part of the 
sham fighting. Laurent was taken to 
the hospital at Begin, and soon after- 
wards expired. He had been killed by 
the packing of the blank cartridge, 
which, being fired within only a yard 
or two of him, acted like a bullet. The 
unfortunate soldier was the eldest son 
of a widow, who has three smaller 
children to bring up.
